Here (Catholicks and Engliſh, or, if you pleaſe, 
Engliſh Catholicks) is ſet before your Eyes a mourg- 
ful ſpeCtacle of our heavy Calamities, come in a happy 
hour (elſe ſhould I'be heartily forry for it) into my 
hands.

foreſt downfall unexpeQted T dare ſay) unto you all, 
ever to have happen'd by fach unhapptly teeming 
religious. means. 


The Contention { dear Catholicks ) betwixt the 
Secular Priefts and the Jeſuites, is known not to you 
alone, but to all our Catholick Friends in other Na- 
tions ; to all our common Adverſaries at home and 
abroad ; to all or the greateſt part of the Chriſtian 
World, as we verily do imagin, and in ſome ſort do 
know it for true. Marry for the Caules, Originals 
and Grounds, few do, many will not, and the moſt part 
cannot enter into them aright. They are many, 
ueſtionleſs, as the main H—_ in many Books 
wvulged do make it maniſeſt, But to ſtand upon 
one, 1s my only intent at this preſent ; becauſe the 
Subje& of this enſuing Diſcourſe, doth miniſter occa- 
ſion fitlieſt agreejzng thereunto ; as treating wholly 
and altogether of Treaſons, Conſpiracies, Confede. The gc 
rocies, Rebellions, Commotions, Platformas , Stati- jj... are & 
zations, and unnatural Proceedings, by ſundry Per- the Spaniſh 
ſons of our Catholick Romiſh Faith, fleligios, Pep CO 
feſhion, Function, Calling, Condition and State (it not male 
they lay, Why do the Priefts lay the faults upon the Jeſuites, as cauſe of Ce cholick 
Perſecution ; ſeeing it is well known that the Adverfaries to hoth Priefts and Jeſuites, 
and all Catholicks are cauſe thereof, Wc. which admit it were true, yet the Jeſuites 
bei equal piley with then, it belougeth to Priefts to dear the innocent Catholicks, 
- od, e Jeſuites ia the Suds, and our Adverſaries to thoſe that have to do with. + 


The intent of this Diſcourſer in the Name of the 
Secular Prieſts in general, is not to impeach any one 
particular Perſon of the Catholick Laity, of Matters 
of Treaſon or State ; but rather to excuſe us all, as 
well thoſe that have been abuſed by finiſter inveigling 

uaſions to ruſh their ruines, as thoſe that 

ve been AQtors, Ab Congivents or Fautors 
of their Arch-Plotters praQtices. Neither is his - 
re 
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the Secular Prieſts meaning, ro accuſe, excuſe, or 
any way,call in queſtion our common Adverfaries, 
together with the preſent ſtate, as a point very. im- 
pertinent to the purpoſe, howloever any have de- 
ſerved, -occaſionated, or wrought our woes, to meddlc 
with ſuch edge: Tools, as the very handling of them 
roughly, would rent us quite in pieces. (our frown'd 
on- {tate conlider'd) and a very prepoſterous courfe 
for Men in affliction (admit wronged by both as 
two oppolite Adverſaries) to intermeddle with thoſe 
whoſe tavours they muſt ſcek, and. glad if they may 
obtain ſuch graces by any demonſtration. that they 
can make, of their loyal hearts to have been unſpotted, 
unpolluted,never {mattered with the leaſt uncatholick, 
diſloyal, irreligious, - inhuman, unnatural thought to 
God, to their Prince; | to their Country, to: their 
Friends. Neither yet were it decent in this enſuing 
Diſcourſe ,' to medjle with the fecret faults of any 
one, be they in defeAs of Grace, of Nature, or of Nur-

in hand. Neither (and laſt of all) is my intent in 
this Prolegomenaa to treat of Matters, otherwiſe, than

Blaſphemies, Wc. than others that live out of God's Church at liberty and random 
abroad in the World do, . by reaſori of the mean helps and means they have to avoid 
ſin, which thoſe want that are cut off from the Church Catholick of Chrif; yet may we 
not think (much leſs maintain) that Catholicks are not ſubje& tofall into, yea, and that 
de fatto often times they do fall into as great ſins as any other, &e. for otherwiſe we ſhould 
infringe tbe liberty of Free-will; as if God's Grace could not be loft, being once received ; 
nor Sin committed, but either of Infidelity, Apoſtacy, Hereſfie or Schiſm, U&c, 


freer from ſuch foul notorious Crimes, than when they 
live at liberty without fear. And it this be ſo, and 
withal that our, Adverſaries have touched with ſuch 
vices certain Perſons' in particular, (as Bel! -hath

Nations, or Cu- 
itom, ever heard of in any Nation, deprive any 
one inferiour Subject ( much leſs, ſaid he, in 
the ſame place, any. Sovereign) from their 
Right of Inheritance, or Lawtult Succeſſion by 
Birth or Blood , . to any thing they had Right 
unto otherwiſe, xo» obſtante Reculancy' on the 
one (ide, or Herelie on the other fide. And yet 
now - he maketh the Caſe in-his Appendix as clear 
contrary, on the. behalf of Spain : Againſt both 
England , France, 4nd Scotland, to all which 
three, . he there hath entituled the Lady Infanta, 
ſetting'now the whole Jeſuitical Up-reſt, upon the 
Spaniſh Fortune; either to be advanced, or for 
ever caſt down, overthrown and utterly ruinated 
by that their Faction.

Fourthly, 
Fe doth ſecond this drift of his with the prefſenc 
praQice now. in hand, For never was: he hither- 
to more ' violently bent againſt borh Prince, 
Peer, Kingdom and State, than he is at this Hour ; 
proſecuting his Platform dentibus & enſibus, with 
all his main and might; in Jrelaza, by preſent 
Invaſiony having already landed certain Bands of 
Spaniſh Soldiers there ; and in Ezg/ard, by giving 
out now a-freſh, That the Book of Titles (called 
rightly, Perſon's counterfeited Doleman) cannot be 
anſwered, it is ſo learnedly done, and the 'Caſe 
made fo clear in' hat and his Appendzx (Fathered 
injuriouſly upon the dead Cardinal A/tane by 
Name) on the Lady Infanta's behalf, and for her 
rightful Title! to the Crowns of .Exg/and and 
France (for both are touched, and' her Grace en- 
titled unto them therein, and by conſequence to 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales; ) to compaſs which 
Plot, he leaveth nothing undone, unfaid, unin- 
vented, that Art, Wait, or Malice of Man or 
Devil can afford him. Fifthly, To confirm this

is native Country, to be as 1n the Premiſles and 
ſubſequent Diſcourſe ſhall appear, it may be de- 
monſtrated by theſe Inferences :

as flandered by the Jeluitical Spaniſh FaQtion to be

"Thirdly, For that after this (this Traitor, Parſons 
I-mean) his Pranks play'd in Spazn, 'for drawing

«diſcredited, and put in danger of loling for ever 
their good Names (yea, .and. their Lives beſides,

his ſaid infamous Libel of Titles to: be read in the 
RefcQtory, at Meat-time, inſtead of a Spiritual Re- 
paſt (as the manner, is there) for none other end, 
as all the World might ſee it, but to-make known 
Þy that means his malicious :Mind to his native 
Sovereign and this Realm ; his double diligence to 
advance himſelf and his Society, by the. Spariards 
means; and his falle, deceittul , and moſt ma- 
tignant Heart againſt the Secular and Seminary 


Prieſts, and other Engliſh Students there, 043, to. 


have them infetted, 1inveigled, intangled in that 
poiſoned and moſt peſtilent Net of his, caſt to have 


1ntraptthem, and you all (dear Catholicks) that

To the ſame end alſo, and to TY and us 
all (dear Catholicks) an unkindly Mask, to blear 
our Eyes, to inveigle our Minds, and to draw all 
on more-eaſily, plauſibly, and with leſs repugnance 
to the $peniſh Faftion; be bath lately deviſed and 
procured'by: tale duggeliions, ang forcibly faiſted 
10 ypon us, a molt _ kind |'of Authority to 
be eſtabliſhed throughout this whole Ifle of Exg/aza, 
Scotland, and Wiajes, which | although it hear: an 
qutward. aſtentatiye ſhew gf advancing the Secular 
Prieſts, 'by appointing one; Mr, Blackwels (thought 
of the moſt part to be-of that number) to be-our 
Archprieſt ; yet in very deed, it, -was theonhy Plot he 
had to further the Spaniard, and the -moſt effeRual 
means he, could poſſibly haye. deviſed, 'to! give-to 
the Secular Clergy, that canderan bis defignments, 
and in truth to all Prieſts, Prelates and Priaces in 
Chriſtendom (if he might prevail here 10 England) 
the greateſt downfal that ever yet was given them 
Dany Innovation, Supplantarion, or other Machi- 
viliaa.device of Infidel, Heretidk, or Atheiſt.- - For 
norwabſtanding that -the Archprieſt: muſt carry 
the Name of a Secular Prieſt; Yet is his Autho- 
rity %given him with. ſuch Limitations, Cavears, 
Cautels|and Proviſo's, as-neither hath he any thing 
10 the: ynivegſal, World to:do or deal /in,. with: or 
againſt the Jeluites, further than as'in 'way of 
Courteſie, *they pleaſe tro make him acquainted 
withal, 


withal, for to edge fometimes forward to deſpe- 
rate courſes : Neither yet can he, neither dare he 
do any thing but as the Jeſuites, -and their. Pro» 
vincial Garnet do and ſhall afhign him. - So as 20 
effect Parſons, who commandeth Garnet and all 
the reſt of the Jeluites here, hath the managing 
of all the Aﬀairs of the Church, yea, and Com- 
monwealth among them, together with the Jiſpo- 
fing of 'you all (dear Catholicks) ſo many of you 
as do adhere to the Jefuitical or Spaniſh FaQion. 
And conſequently, as by this means he and his 
Confederates have incurred &s double Premunire (as 
in another place, wiz.-in the Book of Quodlibrrs, 
1 mean God willing. to declare, ): f0' 1ntendeth he 
thereby to draw you all into the fame Preaicament 
Premunirial and of Treaſon with him ; to the end 
you may be more cager (being once in that! de- 
ſperate caſe he and his do ſtand" in) ro-purſue 
your own native Country, your Fleſh and Blood, 
yuur. deareſt Friends, with hoſtile hand, agreeing 
to the Dance that he hath led you already, im all his 
icreligious courſes. 


And char it mePivocks more evident, [that the 
Inſticuriqn of this New Authoricy, of Archpresbt- 
tery doth tend wholly to the advancement of the 
Spaniſh, and to the overthrow of this flouriſhing 
Commonweatth ,--by*:the Jefuites own Pretence 
therein: It may pleaſe you all (dear Catholicks) 
to be advertiſed of two things concordant with 
what I ſpeak; one « 4 Letter of Father Parſor's 
own Writing, wherein touching many particular 
Points , this maketh moſt-' tro our Purpoſe, 'w4s. 


That therein is ſet down in plain' terms to-this 
I 2 ettect, 


efte, v:z. How the- Jeſuites are the moſt infeſt 
Enemies both to. the Catholick Church. and 
Commonwealth, that are this day in- the World 
to be found: The other is, 'of the Courſe that 
was taken at Rome,” by Parſon's procurement, at 
ſuch time as certain of us the Secular Prieſts 
did ſend to our Mother City, to inform his Holi- 
neſs of the Inconveniences- of the , ſaid Archpret- 
bitery in' this Land;. . and what Miſchiefs were 
by all likelihoods -( as fince: they have certainly | 
hke to enſue thereof to you ( dear Catholicks ) 
and: us altogether, with our whole Nation ; If 
the :Jeſuitical hot Violence and Impotence , in 
aſpiring were not: crolſed;. curbed, -and infringed 
in time, before their Diſeaſe grew Remedilels , 
as welnigh it is fo in them. To the better un- 
derſtanding whereof, peruſe and note' diligently 
this Relation following, 


Maſter Biſbop and Maſter Charnock coming to 
Rome, 1n the Names of the Prieſts of England, to 
declare the eſtate unto his Holineſs, went firſt 
unto the French Embaſſadourggſiding there , 0- 
pening 'unto him the whole Cauſe of their Le- 

ation : Who demanded of them, Whether they 

d brought a Letter in their behalf from the 
French King his Maſter or no? They anſwered 
No, and that only they deſired his Furtherance, 
and his good Word to procure them Audience. 
Well (faith he ) I will do what I can for you : 
But if you had brought a Letter from my Maſter, 
the King, to further you ja your Negotiation, I 
would have entred into the AQion with you : 
Whereas naw I can but move the Pope, as your 
| Friend. 
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Friend. Yet hearing that they were impriſoned, 
without any, Audience given , he went unto the 
Pope, and told him:, That in the impriſoning 
of theſe two: Men, he'had done that, whereof 
no Example. could. be given in any Age. For 
( faith he ) if they had come in their own Names, 
they had deſerved to be heard : But now com- 
ing in the. Names of ſo many, and to- be impri- 
ſoned unheard, is. ſuch an Example as never 
was ſeen. Therefore, I beſeech your Holineſs, 
giye them, Audience. Whereupon:the Pope pro- 
miſed that they. ſhould have Audience : And 
thus he departed, - But forthwith' cometh 'the 
Spaniſh: Ambaſſadour . ( ſuboraed by' Parſons, ) 
* and diſſwadeth the Pope from that he had pro- 
miled : Saying, That the two Prieſts' were Se- 
ditious; - and for' that cauſe came'to fow Sedition. 
And. further faid.; Thar if he would” give them 
Audience, in fo, doing he would alienate his Ma- 
ſter, the Spaniſh King, from his Aﬀe&ion to his 
Holineſs. Hereupon he denied them Audience 
again, The ſecond time the French Ambaſſador 
came and urged as before: And again Audience 
* was granted : Whuch being known unto the Je- 
ſuites, they procured the ſaid Spaniſh Ambaſſador 
to come again to diſſwade the Pope : Afﬀirming, 
That it was a matter of greater importance than 
he conceived: And that he ſhould not give' them 
Audience, if. he intended to entertain his Maſter's 
Good-will, By this means they- were excluded 
from doing their Meſſage, caſt in Priſon, cruelly 
handled , Juſtice violated , all Laws «broken of 
God and Man, and the Archprieſt violently intrud- 
ed upon us; The Pope's Holineſs nor any other 
com-.

As Chrift and his Apoſtles, were to the proud 
Phariſees : Becauſe in all Points of Obedience we 
ſezk to imitate our Lord and Maſter, and all 
thoſe his Catholick Servants, like as the Jeſu- 
ites mitate the Donatiſts, Phariſees, .&s. who 
ſeparated themſelves; the latter from' our Savi- 
our, the former from his Church ; holding an 
Opiniog Tfat-the true Church was only among 
them” As in-a ſort the Jefuites do : Firſt, 
By ſeparating: themſelves in Wisbich, from the 
reſt of their Brethren, or rather their Fathers, 
the Reverend Ancient Secular Prieſts, that had 
been Priſoners for their Catholick Religion and 
Profeſſion, ſome of them above twenty Years, 
ere ever theſe.

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ous Aſpires; Nor your Poſterity bewail our Si- 
lence, whiles any Engliſh Blood remains alive : 
This is the: cauſe of qur- Breach, and herein have 
we, do we., and will we be. Diſobedient to 
Death. Never ſhall our Adverſaries- be able to 
upbraid us, or: ſtain our Prieſtly Function and . 
Catholick. Profeſſion with a Calvinian, or a Bucha- 
naniao, or Cartwrightian, or a huf-mut-puritanian 
Popularity, which is the only mark'vhe Jeſuites aim 
at. Never ſhall her Majeſty nor the State ſuſpeQ 
us, for any Bill exhibited by us or our means, in 


her High Court of Parliament ; for any Alteration 


and Change ' of the ancient Laws 'and Cuſtoms, 
which both Puritans and Jeſuites do greedily gape 
after and labour for. Never ſhall any Prince, 
Pepple or Nation point at us, for Traitors, unna- 


_ tural, diſloyal, falſe-hearted, unkind, ingrateful 


Engliſh Men ; laugh us to ſcorn, -and worthil 
rejeQt us, after they have had the Sack and Spoil 
of our Country by our means. Never ſhall all 
the drifts, plots and devices, the Jeſuites' or yet 
the Devil himſelf can invent, bring us to be in 
the predicament of Treaſon, Treachery, ambitious.. 
Aſpres apd Conſpiracies with them. Never ſhall 
the Catholick Church or Commonwealth of Exg« 
land find fo wicked a Member as a Wolſey, a Par- 
ſons, a Creſwell, a Garnet, a Blackwell, among 
thoſe whom you {dear Catholicks) account of as 
Reptobates, Malecontents, Atheiſts, and of God 
forſaken, Never ſhall the Child vfany Peer, Noble 
or Lord of, er in this Land, ſay, A Secular Prieſt 
(termed indiſcreetly by you, dear Catholicks, one 
of- the-FaQtion) was cauſe of my ruine, and over- 
throwz.of my honourable Father, Houle , Blood 
and 
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and Name ; which may be ſaid, and will be proved 
by ſundry Examples againſt the Puritans and F #. 
fakes, as well conjuntt as apart, Never ſhall any 
Royal Lady of the Court, Maid of Honour, or 
Damoſel of rare Aſpect, Qualities, Endowments 
or” Graces, diltil the accents of their Sorrows in 
hecads of Cares, Carks and Griefs, led away as 
Wives or Concubines to baſe Villains, ſwaggering 
miſ-ſhapen Swads, and common Soldiers of Foreign 
Nations, by our means. Never ſhall any noble 
or generous Heart be -pulled. down, nor their an- 
cient laheritance, Arms-and Patrimony. be taken 
from them ; nor themſelves and their Poſterity 
be made Captives, Bong-ſlaves or Underlings to 
- any Stranger whatſoever by our procurement. 
Never ſhall the Angels. Faces, the Flower of Exg- 
land's Youth, the Beauty of Britains Ocean be 
appal'd.,. impaired , over-clouded, with a fteep- 
down ſhower of ſtormy Sorrows, by- our unna- 
tural Attempts, Plots and Devices. - Never ſhall 
the Virmilion Bluſh of Engliſh Virgins, the wo- 
manly modeſt Look of married Wife, .or -the 
ancient Matron-like Countenance of any Widow 
within the Iſle of 44:0» be proſtituted and made 
common to the Abortives of the-hot Spaniſh Clime 
by our doings. Never ſhall any :tender Mother 
curſe, or ſweet Babe weep, or any Hand wrigg, 
or Heart hurl out Volleys of Sighs in Tears : Nor 
any Mothers Child have cauſe to ſay, Had I wilt, 
when ir is too late, by our many 54 
Never ſhall any Man's or Womans Angel be 
offended; nor Saint grieved; nor Soul- punifhed ; 
or pals to Purgatory, and much leſs to Hell, - by 
our means, to curle ,us tor evermore, as many 

thouſands 
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thouſands ſhall by the Jeſuites intended blood 

#Tavaſion ; the-good and bad- being. cut off al. 
together thereby, and many a griſly Ghoſt 
damn'd for ever ; which (to, ſpeak ad hominens 
morally) would have been faved, if we had 
kept -the Apoſtles courle, for Converfion of Coun« 
- tries. | 


And if thele things (dear Catholicks) do offend 
you (and for nothing elſe in the World it is in 
effe&t that we are-holden- for Diſobedients) yet 
pardon us for telling you as a ſpecial Point of your 
Duty, and of meer Good-will what danger: you 
ſtandin; and not you alone, but we all : Neither 
we all only, but all your Poſterity, -and our Suc- - 
cellors to the Warlds end. 


If to Young Men and Women, eipecially Ser- 
vants, and thoſe that have little or nothing to live 
. upon, my. Speech ſeem unthankful; yer to you 
Lords, Ladies and Gentiles of the more ſtay'd, 
grave, better, worthiet and wiſer ſort ; to you, 
I hope, this paſſage will be grateful, and make 
you more wary what Servants you keep about 
you, and how they are affeted to the Secular 
Prieſts or Jefuites, as they are'Catholicks,- and 
to their Country and State, as they are Engliſh ; 
and to both, as they are of common ſenſe, incon- 
ceiving of things, even as they are indeed, void of 
Aﬀectign, and all partial doom. 


Only thus much have I ſaid toſhew ; Firſt, my 
deep dcfire of your welfare (dear Catholicks) in 
general, both in Body and Spul ; then to give you 
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to underſtand in part, what it is which the Secular 
Prieſts intend by this enfuing Diſcourſe ; to wit, 
Nothing elſe but- to lay open unto you the trai- 
terous .PraCtices of the Jeſuites againſt her Ma- 
jelty, her Kingdom , and our Country, under- 
taken by them on purpoſe to have brought them 
all under the tyrannical yoke of the bloody Spa- 
niards, by pretence of advancing the Catholick 
Roman Ezith : That thereby the true Cauſes 
{ indeed ) of her. Majeſty's Laws and Proceedings 
againſt Catholicks, might be no longer defamed 
with Infamy, and Jeluitical moſt ſhameful Re- 
proaches, publiſhed to the World in diverſe of 
their Diſcourſes and Libels, further than they 
have deſerved ; and withal, to give you warning 
by way of Infiauation, what we are to look for 
at their hands in time to come , if they be not 
repreſſed or prevented. As alſo in all Friendly, 
Faithful and Catholick manner to admoniſh you, 
That you look well before you leap into theſe and 
all other the like Pratices: And that you be not 
hereafter ſo heady in:your Cenſures, Speeches and 
Proceedings, either againſt her Majeſty, the pre- 
ſent State, your whole Country, and us your An- 
cient Ghoſtly Fathers, the Secular Prieſts, as 
heretofore many of you by falſe Perſwaſions have 


been. 


And laſt of all have I ſet down this Preamble 
ioſtead of an Epiſtle, that this ſo fruitful a Labor 
and Pains taken by my Brethren, coming to my 
Hands, ſhould not paſs naked from me with- 
out ' a Preface agreeing to the Matter : As 


none other ſhall, . which may either profit you,
